WHEN WE BOUGHT our Tudor Revival home in 
Toronto's west end decades ago, it was dominated 
by a giant magnolia that was so magnificent, the 
previous owners had bought the house based on its 
beauty alone. But once the flowers tumbled off 

the tree and the petals laid slick on the burnt-out 
lawn, I looked around and saw... a project. 

I knew nothing about plants, but I gamely 
dug a hole for ‘Sterling Silver’ roses (they lasted 
asummer) and tossed aster and nasturtium seeds 
in the garden beds alongside the garage, which 
produced a truly stomach-churning colour combo. 
I realized that, although I knew what I liked, 

I didn't know the actual names of the plants, so 

I couldn't understand whether they loved having 
cool feet or needed six hours of sun. I started 
going to nurseries and flipping over tags, writing 
down plant names and their peccadilloes. I kept 
the tags in a notebook so I could see what did 
well and what disappeared. 

I'll admit I was driven by looks at first. At one 
point, I wanted a garden populated by blue flowers 
(one of the rarest flower colours in nature, which 
just added to the allure) and bluish leaves. I had 
some successes, like my prized ‘Blue Moon’ wisteria 
that has thrived and bloomed over five years — some 
never do — but also many failures, such as the indigo 
sea holly our dog helped usher to a bitter end.

Well, my trials and errors over the years have paid 
off and, during the summer, our garden is a lifesaver: 
a destination where natural changes mark time. 

In June, the purple cranesbill flowers fan out across 
the patio and, in July, lavender flowers explode 

on the rose of Sharon, which resembles the tropical 
hibiscus I love in Hawaii. Our backyard is a little 
island of sanity where I can pull out an inflatable 
flamingo and float in the pool, pretending I'm in 
Mexico, Martinique or Muskoka. 

In this issue, Rosie Daykin is another self-taught 
gardener who soaked up knowledge from visiting 
nurseries and talking to experts. The results of her 
hard work are truly stunning — see page 62 for the 
full story. And as soon as it's safe, support your local 
nurseries and garden centres. Get excited about 
what you can grow, and turn your backyard — or 
condo patio — into your own personal jungle. 

If you need a starting point, take a neighbourhood 
walk and see what's flourishing (snap plant shots on 
your phone and upload them to a plant ID app such 
as PlantSnap or iNaturalist). Begin your journey by 
building your plant knowledge. Learn their names 
and you'll find plants become like friends, ones you 
can visit anytime, sans mask.

To Sconce or Not to Sconce 


Dont be SO Caper to make those holes. By LYNDA REEVES 


ou’d think that after 
decades of designing 
rooms, I would know 
better. Not so. With this 
lakehouse reno, I did 
exactly what I’ve 
always preached not to do. I jumped 

on a trend too fast, and now I think 

I may be “oversconced!” 

Decorative lighting has become a 
huge area with too much choice and not 
enough information to help ward off 
mistakes. In my case, having rarely had 
wall sconces in my homes and after using 
them in moderation for clients, I was 
enamoured and certain that I wanted 
them in every room of our lakehouse. 

Of course, I still needed pot lights 
in must-have areas, as well as ceiling 
pendants, flush-mounts, and table 
and floor lamps. Here are my best tips 
for choosing and mixing your light 
fixtures. The key, as in most things, 
is balance. 

Choose your fixtures according 
to style, finish, function, price and 
what's feasible for your site conditions. 

Style, for me, is always first. Do you 
want the look of lights dotting your 
walls, hanging from your ceilings or 
hovering over a chair? If your goal is 
clean and minimal, then you should

just stick with recessed pot lights, the 
occasional flush-mount ceiling fixture, 
plus floor or table lamps. In my case, 

I wanted the jewel-like quality of 
dangling wall sconces over the kitchen 
counters, flanking the bathroom 
vanities and for the bedside tables 
and hallways. I chose ones that are 
cool updates of classic styles, plus 
a few new designs. 


Finish: For the most part, the finishes 


in our house are aged brass to blend in 
best with our wood walls. In bathrooms, 
you would match the finish of light 
fixtures to your faucets or provide an 


intentional contrast by choosing black or 
oiled bronze sconces when the rest of the 


bathroom 15 done in nickel, chrome or 
brass. In general, beware of too much 
brass everywhere. The pendulum may 
have swung too far over the last few 
years. Cool white metals such as silver, 
nickel, chrome, stainless steel, and 
especially white, are feeling new and 
fresh once again. The dark matte look of 
oiled bronze in light fixtures is a nice 
muted option that works best in modern 
country rooms. It grounds the eye and 
works well with other finishes. 

Function — it's the thing we all 
tend to forget about when choosing 
light fixtures. Do you want to see the

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lightbulb? I find that, most often, 
I don’t want to see the bulb, and when 
I do, it has to be good-looking, like a 
filament-style bulb, discreet and always 
dimmable. And what about the shades 
on your sconces? Do you want them to 
stand out, blend in or be transparent? 
Our kitchen wall sconces by Thomas 
O'Brien came with white glass shades. 
When they arrived, they were such 
a bright white, they were glaring 
against our wood walls. The aged brass 
fixtures were fabulous, so we searched 
for clear glass shades coupled with 
fully dimmable LEDs. 

Decide what you want to illuminate 
with your sconces. In a bathroom, 
the ones that flank a vanity mirror 
are usually meant to light your face, 
so you don't want the glare of a bare 
bulb, you want soft light behind a 
semi-opaque shade. Most good lighting 
Websites will show you the best sconces 
designed for bathroom vanities that are 
designated safe for use in a damp area. 

Bedside sconces have a very different 
function. First, they have to move, 
preferably both up and down and from 
side to side. The ideal is to give a person 
using either side of the bed maximum 
flexibility. Are these sconces only 
intended to illuminate a book or are 
they also needed for general lighting? 
If so, you'll want fabric or vellum shades 
that cast a soft light into the room. And 
then there's cost. The hidden wiring for 
bedside sconces means that you have to 
know the width of the headboard and 
the height of the bed going into the

room to determine the ideal placement 
ofthose sconces. You'll want them 
centred over your bedside tables and 
mounted at a height where no one will 
hit their head, so that reading in bed 
will be a well-lit pleasure. Plus, you'll 
want them controlled separately from 
each side of the bed. If possible, put 
them on a three-way switch so you can 
also turn them on and off from the 
doorway when you enter or leave the 
room. These sconces need to be fully 
dimmable and the shades should hide 
the bulbs as much as possible. 

If you don't want to start fishing 
wires through your walls, you can use 
surface-mounted, plug-in wall sconces 
with a cord hanging down to reach 
a nearby outlet. A dangling cord is 
considered cool-looking, but too many 
of them is not. You may have noticed 
that, when we show a room, there's 
often a distinct lack of any kind of cord 
or outlet. Taping those cords in bundles 
to tuck them out of sight is one of the 
last things a photographer will do 
before snapping those shots. 

Think about whether you want your 
bedroom light fixture hanging from the 
ceiling, either in the centre of the room 
or centred over the bed. You'll need to 
lie in bed, look up and figure out what 
kind of fixture will cast light up at 


the ceiling, and not down into your eyes. 


Often, it's a chandelier with delicate 
bulbs that works best, or a multiarm 
modernist fixture with shades mounted 
below each bulb. 

Try the flush-mount light fixture

trend. These fixtures can go on either 

a ceiling or a wall, and usually feature 
one bulb and a backplate that’s shaped 
like a bowl, disc or organic shape. I’m 
using some in our lakehouse on the hall 
walls, but I had to find ones that would 
work on beadboard. The first ones 

I chose didn’t, because I forgot to 
consider the grooves and raised bits on 
the panelling. Ditto for any exterior 
sconces to be mounted on angled siding: 
you have to add a flat backboard so your 
sconces can sit level and snug against 
the walls, with no gaps. In our powder 
room, I was going to use the Cast sconce 
from Casson Hardware. I thought the 
tiny, black matte shade would look 
perfect on walls painted a stone colour, 
with the black matte faucet and Carrara 
marble console sink. But then designer 
Candace Thompson commented that 
she thought the best choice would be 
sconces that lit up the room instead of 
casting light downward into the bowl 
ofthe sink. Of course, she was right. 
Now the hunt is on for something witty 
and graceful. CONTINUED ON PAGE 109

Diana Hamm on the new 
Canadian landscape painters. 


ON HEARING THE TERM “CANADIAN ART,” a lot of people 
immediately think of Tom Thomson and the Group of Seven. 
They are quintessential Canadian painters, particularly when 
thinking about landscape. While their work is beautiful and 
important to the canon of Canadian art history, they’re not new 
and exciting. There are many young artists working in landscape 
today, refreshing the classic genre and making their own mark 

on Canadian contemporary art. I’ve chosen a few of my favourites 
here, and each artist interprets landscape in a unique way. I think 
that’s what I find most exciting about painting today — there are 
no longer any rules, and the reinvention of classic subjects allows 
for blurring lines that no longer constrain an artist’s practice.

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JOSIANE LANTHIER, MONTREAL 


While Josiane’s work is staunchly landscape, 

I love that she contemporizes the subject 
through her use of neon paint, and that she 
abstracts details of her paintings with different 
brushstrokes: some are clear and concise, while 
others are more blurred, creating a nostalgic 
feeling rather than that of being in the moment. 
Her painting Dans la maison de l'ancien notaire 

is a clever take on a contemporary landscape. 

It’s divided into 28 small panels to create one large 
piece, allowing the viewer to both see the whole 
picture and to isolate colour and form in a really 
beautiful way. If you were only to look at some 

of the top panels, for example, you’d think you 
were looking at something abstract. It’s only 
when seen in the larger context that the complete 
image is revealed. Lac Willoughby et le Vermont 

is astunning painting, showcasing what we 

as Canadians often associate with Canadian 
summer (even if the place itself is in Vermont), 
including trees and water and a vastness of space. 
Yet the neon paint and the technique of spray- 
painting the canvas adds a layer that makes the 
work feel entirely fresh and relevant, rather 
than being a more traditional painting.

What sets Steve’s practice apart 

is his choice of materials. His 

use of colour separates his work 
from traditionalists in that it’s 
fantastical, but it’s his use of 
pigmented urethane to make the 
paintings entirely glossy that 
really defines his style. Urethane 
is an industrial paint — often used 
to paint cars — that’s resilient and 
reflects light. I love that he paints 
landscapes in this manufactured 
medium. It seems like a total 
oxymoron to use something so 
industrial to paint natural scenes and, yet, 
perhaps because of this, it totally works. 
The work Everyone likes to stop and speak 
is indicative of his technique. Keeping in 
mind that the entire painting is glossy, 

his treatment of the water is particularly 
stunning. You see the ripples of the current 
and the reflection on the surface, as the 
colour changes from turquoise to black.

What were your overall 

design goals? 

I wanted to create 
a comfortable place for my clients to cook 
and entertain. The husband dreamed about 
the elaborate menus he would prepare in 
his new chef’s kitchen, once he retires. 
I wanted as much counter space and storage 
as possible, and to give it a contemporary 
and luxurious vibe. 





The cabinets play a starring role. 
Can you tell us about them? 
I love designing custom cabinets; 
it allows me to be specific with my clients’ 
needs and to use every inch of space. I used 
white oak laminate; it’s durable and less 
expensive than a natural wood veneer. 


How did you offset all the wood? 

A healthy mix of materials makes 
spaces unique. To balance the warmth of 
the cabinets, I chose a grey quartz for work 
surfaces and Statuarietto marble for the 
backsplash and island. A thick counter 
profile gives a more substantial quality 
to the island. 





Is that metal or paint on the uppers? 
They’re real brass doors, custom made 
in India. I went through several samples 
before getting the ideal finish.

OME DESIGNERS ARE inspired by a 
specific look, or a style of architecture. 
For Rosie Daykin, it's a place. “If I get 
to choose a vacation spot, it's always 
the English countryside, every time,’ 
she says. The Vancouver designer, 
cookbook writer and bakery owner has a knack 
for focusing her love of all things English through 

a Canadian West Coast lens. You only need to 

visit her bakery, Butter Baked Goods, decorated 

in confectionary hues and oversized florals, 

for a prime example of Rosie's unique style. 

Rosie and her husband, Paul, bought this 3,000- 
square-foot, mid-century ranch house 14 years ago. 
Prior to this place, they'd been serial movers (they've 
had nine homes over 32 years of marriage!). This 
sunny house, though, has been a real keeper and gives 
Rosie and Paul the seamless indoor-outdoor lifestyle 
they crave, plus it's just the right size, even after their 
daughter, India, left the nest a few years ago. In 2017, 
the time was right for a refresh; the decorating 
was starting to feel dated. To revitalize the spaces, 
Rosie gravitated toward a lighter, prettier mood, 
bringing in pattern and texture in a pale palette.

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Inspiration from Rosie's travels informed 
her overall design concept, but it wasn't about 
mementoes or specific souvenirs (though she 
had some of those, too). Instead, it was about 
evoking the feeling of a place. For instance, 
aspark that came from a London trip evolved 
into their storybook principal bedroom design, 
with its checkered bedspread (handmade in 
England) and pastoral wall mural. And in the 
dining room, sheepskins layered on the chairs 
were inspired by another trip to Sweden. 

Rosie often logs her inspirations, then 
shops for items both abroad and closer to 
home. It's just a matter of adapting the look. 
“T live in Vancouver in a 1950s rancher, 
which is not your traditional English house;" 
she says. “It’s interesting to demonstrate 
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that, even without a thatch roof, the look 
translates. We can use those elements." 

In the kitchen, the couple had tired of the 
house's original detailing, so they refreshed 
it with more traditional elements. Because 
the layout already worked well, they focused 
on upgrading the finishes. “I could only live 
with the teak we had for so long,” says Rosie. 
“T added a Carrara marble backsplash, changed 
the cabinet doors and used brass accents." 

The star attraction here, without question, 
is the soft palette, which moves effortlessly 
throughout the open-concept house. “Tt was 
an interesting exercise that led to my colour 
choices," says Rosie. “I had no commitment 
to a sofa colour, but I loved my overdyed 
patchwork rug, so the sofa upholstery was 
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going to be whatever worked best with the rug. When 
I put down a rainbow of colour swatches, the pink just 
made sense." 

The sofas' traditional mohair fabric adds a formal 
elegance to the living room, as does the luxe marble 
fireplace surround. "There's a bit of tension there with 
the reclaimed wood coffee table, which 15 nice,” says 
Rosie. She also introduced a lot of blue stripes. A mix of 
patterns is yet another traditional British look that she 
fully embraces. “I love pattern on pattern on pattern, 
if I can achieve it,” she says. “It takes a confident hand 
but, to my eye, it looks the best.” Take the floor, for 
example. Veined travertine flooring runs throughout 
the main living area for a dose of drama and hasn’t 
worn a bit in more than a decade. 

To marry these diverse elements in an open plan 
is a wonderful challenge. *I steer away from one look, 
or having everything from one store,” says Rosie. “I have 
to have that mixture — varying ages and histories of 
things." She's turning to magazines, books, Instagram, 
and thoughts of the journeys ahead during the pandemic, 
but she was able to make one dream a reality. ^We 
constructed the whole side garden during lockdown,” 
she says. “Tt was perfect because the fence guy and 
painters were all outside."

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About eight years ago, Rosie's husband 
attempted to build some raised beds, but their 
efforts to maintain a garden and the lack of 
irrigation led to failure. This time around, 
they were able to design it as Rosie had always 
imagined. She chose a grey palette for the 
hardscaping to tie in with the pea gravel 
underfoot for an English look. Raised beds 
and fencing were next, then the irrigation 
system went in. This was a game changer, 
since the south-facing yard gets very warm 
and needs alot of water in the summer. 
"Because it was a side garden, we simply 
forgot about watering it!” she says. 

Rosie has planted lettuces, radishes, dill 
and arugula — all grown from seed — in the 
beds, along with peas whose shoots wind over 
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metal obelisks. Close to the house, she's 
placed herbs like sage in vintage cheese pots 
for easy access. She wasn't daunted by her 
lack of gardening expertise, admitting that 
she chooses some seeds just because she 
likes their names: Drunken Woman lettuce 
is an example. “I’m attempting to figure 
out gardening with the help of books and 
tutorials,” she says. “I’m a self-taught 
designer and baker, and I have a lot of 
talented friends like Thomas Hobbs. I feel 
like I lived at his nursery!” 

Flora aside, the piéce de résistance in this 
garden is an eight- by 10-foot chicken coop 
(with an upstairs “sleeping loft") for Rosie's 
pampered hens — in chic grey, of course. 
Once a designer, always a designer.

TIMING IS EVERYTHING. Little did Alexandra Horwood and her husband, 
Andrew James Labbad, know that the world was about to turn upside 
down when they bought their new house during the summer of 2019. 
They had outgrown the semidetached home in downtown Toronto 
they shared with their two children, Mason James, 4, and Sydney 
Carter, 2. As a kid, Alexandra lived in a home with a pool and a beautiful 
front and backyard, and Andrew grew up in Montreal in a house 
with a large backyard and a great driveway for playing basketball. So 
they wanted more space — indoors and out — privacy, to be close to 
downtown and the airport, and they finally had it: a five-bedroom house 
in the leafy, family-friendly Edenbridge-Humber Valley area of Toronto. 
The two-storey house checked all the boxes on their wish list: room for 
an office, gym, wine cellar, nanny suite, playroom, home theatre, family 
room, guest bedroom and lots of bathrooms, not to mention a pool and a 
big backyard with a covered patio that would be perfect for entertaining. 
Alexandra and Andrew, who both have demanding careers in 
finance, immediately hired designer Alyssa Moscovitch-Young of Harper 
Gray Design to create the home they envisioned. ^We wanted the interior 
to be intuitive, comfortable, welcoming, have colour and be timeless," 
says Alexandra, who chose Alyssa partly because of the rave reviews she

had received from previous clients, but also because of her 
youthful design aesthetic: a confident mix of classic and 
unexpected elements that creates a current yet timeless look. 

The challenge was to make the space feel warm and 
welcoming. “Furniture placement was key,” says Alyssa, 
who chose curvaceous, custom-made pieces that were 
deliberately proportioned and arranged to define the large, 
open-concept spaces. Size mattered. “The pieces we brought 
from our former home looked like dollhouse furniture," says 
Alexandra with a laugh, sitting on the family room's cosy 
sectional, her feet perched on a velvety ottoman the colour 
of a pink macaron. This is a home designed to balance a 
luxurious sense of style with carefree family life. The sofa 
fabrics and ottomans are surprisingly durable, the family 
room console has a stone inlay so drinks or spills aren't 
a Worry, there's practically indestructible vinyl-covered 
seating in the kitchen, and sharp or hard edges are 
minimal. *I didn't want the kids to get hurt while playing," 
says Alexandra. ^I wanted our home to be a safe space 
where I didn't have to childproof everything." 

But while true luxury boils down to air, space and light, 
in the context of a large, light-filled home, it's colour that 
creates intimacy. Nowhere is this more apparent than in

the principal bedroom, where dark, moody shades of wine and 
plum create an enveloping, soul-restoring retreat at the end 
of a busy day — or at the beginning of a pandemic. “We wanted 
to create a moody, sexy, sophisticated retreat,” says Alyssa 

of the principal bedroom’s sensuous palette. 

By the end of November 2019, the family had finally moved 
into their dream home. Three days after the finishing touches 
were added to the home office in March 2020, the city plunged 
into lockdown and Alexandra and her husband were required 
to work from home. “It was perfect timing,” she says. “Who 
knew that having a Zoom-worthy office would be a priority?” 

For Alyssa, her favourite part of the design is that the 
house now feels like a home. “At the beginning of the project, 
it felt bare,” she says. “As we added layers of textiles, colours 
and millwork, it transformed into something inviting and 
cohesive — something the family could live in every day.” 

Locked-down living has given this family — like all of us — 
a chance to reflect and realize what a sanctuary our homes 
have become. “What’s most important is to be at home in 
a place that makes you happy,” says Alexandra. “There isn’t 
a single room in this house that isn’t used and enjoyed. 

Now, when people ask if our home is still a work in progress, 
I tell them no — it’s perfect.”

we'd expect the former to make a difference, I have found 
over the years that it is no less true of the latter.

Fried Chicken Sandwich 


SERVES 1 


Sandwich 
5 tbsp kefir, buttermilk or plain yogurt 
34 tsp hot smoked paprika, divided 
3A tsp fine sea salt, divided 
1 tsp lemon juice 
1/2 tsp Dijon mustard 
1/2 tsp maple syrup 
1 fatclove of garlic 
1 small skinless, boneless chicken thigh 
4-5 tbsp all-purpose flour 


Sunflower oil for frying, approx. 6 cups 
for a 9" saucepan, more for a wok 


For Assembling 
l4 cup garlic mayonnaise 
1 tsp Chili Crisp oil or other chili sauce 
l4 tsp honey 
1 burger bun, 01 2 slices of white bread 
Shredded iceberg lettuce 
Kimchi or pickles of your choice 
Pink-pickled Onions (see Cherry 
Tomato Salad recipe) 


MARINATE CHICKEN 
1. Pour kefir or buttermilk or yogurt 
into a small dish and stir in 2 tsp of hot 
smoked paprika, V2 tsp of salt, lemon 
juice, Dijon mustard and maple syrup. 
Peel garlic and mince or grate it in, too. 
Give a good stir, then add chicken thigh 
and turn it in the marinade to make 
sure it's well-coated. 
2. Cover the dish, then leave for at least 
4 hours, or up to 2 days in the fridge. 
(If you simply cannot wait that long, 
leave the chicken in its marinade out on 
the kitchen counter for 20 to 40 minutes.) 
Take the chicken, in its marinade, out 
of the fridge in good time to get to room 
temperature before you start to cook it. 
3. In shallow dish, mix flour with the 
remaining 1⁄4 tsp each of hot smoked 
paprika and salt. Lift the chicken out of 
the marinade, but don't try and shake it 
off. Dredge both sides of chicken in the 
seasoned flour, then dip briefly back into 
the marinade and dredge again. This 
double-dredging is essential to get 
a thick, shaggy coating. You can leave 
the coated chicken in the flour dish 
until you fry. 
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4. Mix garlic mayonnaise with Chili 
Crisp oil and honey, and spread both 
pieces of split burger bun (or a couple 
of slices of bread) with it. 


FRY CHICKEN 
1. Puta plate lined with paper towels 
by (but not dangerously near) the stove, 
If you want to get rid of any excess fat 
once the chicken's cooked. 
2. Pour enough oil into your chosen pan 
to come about 1/2" up the sides. Heat 
until a small piece of bread becomes 
golden and crisp almost instantly; if you 
want to be precise, then you want the 
fat to be at 375°F when the chicken goes 
in (and at about 350?F as it cooks). 
3. Using tongs, gently lower the chicken 
thigh into the hot oil and cook for 3 to 
4 minutes on each side, by which time the 
coating should be deep gold, very crisp 
and chicken completely cooked through. 
4. Remove to a waiting paper-lined plate, 
remembering to take the pan of oil off 
the heat, and leave the chicken to stand 
for a couple of minutes while you shred 
iceberg lettuce and get out your pickles. 


ASSEMBLE SANDWICH 
1. Put a handful of shredded lettuce 
on top of the mayo on your bottom 
slice, top with fried chicken, add kimchi, 
Pink-pickled Onions and any other 
pickles you want. Scatter with a bit more 
lettuce and squidge on the top bun or 
second slice of bread. Go in cautiously: 
| have more than once burned my mouth. 


Cherry Tomato Salad with Mint, 
Capers and Pink-pickled Onions 


SERVES 4 


Pink-pickled Onions 
1/2 redonion or 1 small red onion 
Red wine vinegar, to cover 


Salad 
18 oz. (21-4 cups) cherry tomatoes 

Dried mint 

2 tbspcapers 
Good grinding pepper 

2 tbsp extra-virgin olive oil 

2 tbsp finely chopped fresh mint 
Sea salt flakes, to taste 


MAKE PICKLED ONIONS 
1. Peel red onion, cut into fine half- 
moons, and put into a jar or bowl. Cover 
with red wine vinegar — use regular stuff 
here: no need for a fancy, expensive 
sort — and either put a lid on the jar or 
cover the bowl with food wrap or a side 
plate, and leave to steep. If you want, 
you can do this part well in advance; 
24 hours ahead would be fine, though 
a couple of hours should do it. 


MAKE SALAD 
1. Halve cherry tomatoes across equator 
and tumble them into a shallow bowl. 
2. Sprinkle over dried mint and spoon 
over capers; don't worry if you get a little 
bit of vinegar from the jar in with them. 
Give a good grind of pepper over them, 
toss well, then cover the bowl with food 
wrap and give it a good shimmy before 
leaving it on the kitchen counter for at 
least an hour, but up to 4. 
3. When you're ready to serve, remove 
the food wrap, pour over extra-virgin 
olive oil, add 1 tbsp of freshly chopped 
mint and a sprinkle of sea salt flakes, and 
toss well. Taste to see if you want any 
more salt, then decant into a serving 
dish or plate (unless you're going to 
serve the salad in the bowl the tomatoes 
were steeping in). Scatter over half 
your remaining tablespoonful of freshly 
chopped mint, squeeze vinegar out 
of the onions, and add the lucent pink 
curls to the tomatoes, followed by a 
final scattering of mint. 


Toasted Marshmallow

Rhubarb Layer 
14 oz. (400 g) pink hothouse rhubarb 
(trimmed weight)

l4 tsp fine sea salt 

34 cup (150 g) superfine sugar 

24 cup (140 g) vegetable oil, 
plus more for greasing 


Frosting 
6 egg whites, from eggs above 
134 cups (350 g) superfine sugar 
l4 tsp fine sea salt 
1/2 tsp cream of tartar or /2 tsp lemon Juice 
2 tspvanilla extract 


COOK RHUBARB 
1. Heat oven to 400°F. Cut trimmed 
rhubarb ribs into 2" lengths if slender, 
1" if chunky. Put into an ovenproof dish 
in which they will be able, more or less, 
to sit in a single layer — | use an 8" x 
10" Pyrex dish — and sprinkle over 
2 cup (100 g) of granulated sugar. 
2. Mix together with your hands, leaving 
the rhubarb in a single layer as much as 
possible, then cover the dish with foil, 
sealing edges well, and cook in the oven 
for approx. 30 minutes, until rhubarb is 
tender but still holding its shape. 
3. Remove foil, and leave dish out on 
the countertop, watching it glow ever 
more pink as it cools. 


MAKE BATTER 
1. Turn oven down to 325?F. Line bottoms 
of two 8" cake pans with parchment 
paper, and lightly grease the sides. 
2. Separate the eggs, dropping the 
whites into a large mixing bowl or bowl 
of freestanding mixer (whichever bowl 
you're using should be thoroughly 
washed and grease free) and yolks into 
another. Cover the bowl of whites with 
food wrap, and put to one side while 
you mix and bake the cake. 
3. Finely grate the zest of lemon and add 
to the bowl of yolks. Measure out milk, 
juice the lemon and add 2 tbsp of the 
juice to the milk, and leave to stand for 
a moment. Mix together cornstarch, 
flour, baking powder, baking soda and 
Salt, and set this aside for now. 
4. Add ¥4 cup (150 g) of superfine 
Sugar and oil to the yolks and whisk on 
medium-high speed for 3 minutes, 
by which time the mixture will be rich, 
gleaming and billowy. 


5. Still whisking, but more slowly now, 
gently pour and scrape in now curdled 
milk and, once It’s in, carry on whisking 
until it’s combined; the mixture looks like 
custard at this stage. Finally, whisking 
more gently now, gradually spoon in dry 
ingredients. Once In, use a spatula to 
scrape down the sides and fold everything 
gently together, before dividing the 
mixture between prepared pans. 


BAKE CAKE 
1. Bake for 20 to 25 minutes, by which 
time the cakes will have risen up 
extravagantly, the tops golden brown; 
they will feel soft and puffy to the touch, 
but the cake tester should come out clean. 
2. Remove to a wire rack and let the cakes 
cool in their tins for 15 minutes — sinking 
a little as they do so — before very 
carefully turning out. You'll need to loosen 
the edges with a small offset spatula 
first. These are tender sponges, so don't 
rush or be rough. Once unmoulded, 
gently pull back and remove the lining 
papers straightaway. 


FROST AND ASSEMBLE CAKE 
1. When the cakes are completely cold — 
which will take about an hour — you can 
get on with frosting. But first, tear off 
four strips of parchment paper, scrunch 
them, then unscrunch them and lay them 
flat to make an outline of a square on 
top of the cake stand. (This is to stop 
you covering the cake stand with sticky 
marshmallow frosting later.) 
2. Put one cake on it, top-side down, the 
paper strips under the edges. Also, now's 
the time to lift the rhubarb pieces out of 
their syrup in the dish and onto the plate. 
3. In a tall saucepan that you can sit 
your big bowl o' whites on (without the 
bottom of the bowl touching the water), 
heat a little water in it until it's just about to 
come to simmer. Mix 134 cups (350 g) of 
superfine sugar, salt and cream of tartar 
(or lemon juice) together and add it to the 
egg whites. Then sit the mixing bowl on 
top of the pan, so it's gently warmed by 
the barely simmering water underneath 
and, just using a balloon whisk (thoroughly 
washed and grease free, again), keep 
whisking for 3 minutes to the dissolve 
sugar. | couldn't say this is hard to do, but 


you can really feel it in your forearm. I’m 
always grateful when my timer goes off. 

4. Once the sugar's dissolved and you 
have a smooth, opaque mixture that's 
warm to the touch, remove the bowl from 
the saucepan. Whisk at high speed for 

5 minutes in a freestanding mixer, or 

for 6 to / minutes if using an electric hand 
mixer, by which time the whites will be 
very thick and ludicrously voluminous. 

5. Whisk in 1 tsp of vanilla extract and, 
when it's incorporated, whisk in the 
remaining tsp, then give it a good fold by 
hand to make sure every bit is mixed in. 

6. Dollop a generous amount of 
marshmallow frosting onto the waiting 
cake, and smooth it right to the edges, so 
that you have a layer about 2" thick: this 
should use about a quarter of the frosting. 
7. Cover this with rhubarb, though leave 
about a "ما‎ perimeter around the edge; 

| go slowly here, using a couple of soup 
spoons to ferry the rhubarb to the cake. 
And you might want to tilt the rhubarb 
plate away from you slightly as you transfer 
slices, to make sure you leave any pooling 
liquid behind. 

8. Top with the second cake, right-way 

up, and use just under half the frosting left 
in the bowl to cover the top, going just 
beyond edges. Then carefully spread the 
rest of the frosting thickly around the sides 
— leaving a tiny bit in the mixing bowl — 
until the whole cake is completely covered. 
9. Dip your fingers in the bit of frosting 

left and dab the top and sides of the cake, 
lightly pulling up and teasing out spikes of 
marshmallow frosting; | feel like an '80s 
hairdresser doing this. Sometimes, as you 
do the sides, you will pull bits of frosting 
off, but don’t panic, just pat it back on. 

10. Gently pull out the strips of paper from 
beneath the cake, then seal the bottom 

of the cake with any remaining frosting. 
Then, slightly dampen a paper towel with 
cold water, and rub off any stray bits of 
frosting or sugar smear from the plate. 

11. Take the cake somewhere you can 
kindle fire safely. Light a blowtorch and, 
holding it fairly near the cake and with not 
too timorous a flame, toast the top and 
sides of the frosting. | find this cake easiest 
to slice if left to stand for a couple of hours 
before serving. And you need to slice 
generously, as with all layer cake.
